HAPPENINGS  ^ NAL 

Direct  access  to  medical  literature  sources  for  agricultural 
scientists  and  researchers  is  now  available  through  a memorandum  of  under- 
standing between  the  National  Agricultural  Library  (NAL)  and  the  National 
Library  of  Medicine  (NLM) . NAL  has  installed  a ccnpuler  terminal  at 
Beltsville,  MD  to  obtain  on-line  access  to  the  NLM  ^EDLINE  system.  NIM 
has  agreed  to  provide  access  to  its  data  base  and  to  any  other  files  necessary 
for  its  proper  exploration.  NAL  will  provide  on-line  bibliographic  re- 
trieval service  within  and  outside  of  its  irtmediate  institution. 
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National  Resources  Copies  of  Agricultural  Publications 

Discussions  were  held  with  the  librarians  of  the  land-grant  univer- 
sities at  the  Agriculture  and  Biological  Sciences  Section  Meeting  of  the 
Anerican  Library  Association  Mid-Winter  Meeting  in  Chicago/  January  21. 

Several  questions  ccnoemed  the  agreement  for  the  oretention  of  land-grant 
agricultural  publications  as  national  ijesource  ccpies  by  the  state  land- 
grant  libraries.  A variation  in  the  IVfemorandum  of  Agreement/  which  was 
accepted/  is  that  near  perfect  copies  in  the  original  foianat  or  microfilm 
copies  will  constitute  ooitplianoe  with  the  national  resource  designation. 
Participating  in  this  project  are  the  libraries  of  the  University  of 
Arkansas/  Colorado  State  University/  Uhiversities  of  Delaware/  Florida/ 

Idaho / Illinois/  Maryland/  Massachusetts / Missouri/  Montana  State  Univer- 
sity/ t&iiversities  of  Nebraska/  Nevada/  New  Mexico  State  University/  North 
Carolina  State  Uni  vers  tiy/  North  Dakota  State  University/  South  Dakota 
State  University/  Virginia  Polytechnic  University/  and  the  Universities 
of  Wisconsin  and  V^cming. 

LIBRARY  SERVICES  FOR  FIELD  EMPLOYEES 

NAL  is  moving  in  several  areas  towards  the  establishment  of  a 
National  Agricultural  Libraries  Network/  which  will  especially  benefit 
USDA  employees  in  the  field.  A recent  pilot  project  tested  the  feasibility  of 
shifting  some  of  the  library  services/  which  the  National  Agricultural 
Library  in  Beltsvillef  MD  previously  provided  Department  ertployees  in  the 
field/  to  a nearby  library  in  their  cwn  area.  The  primary  service  tested 
was  document  delivery  in  original  of  photocopy.  Ihe  land-grant  university 
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libraries  in  Louisiana,  Texas,  and  Mississippi  participated  in  the  ex- 
periment. This  pilot  project  served  approximately  2,000  library  patrons 
in  these  three  states,  who  utilize  literature  in  their  research,  testing, 
and  management  responsibilities. 

On  the  basis  of  this  successful  pilot  project,  an  expanded  document 
delivery  project  to  provide  services  to  USDA  field  enployees  in  the  South 
has  been  initiated  by  the  University  of  Georgia  Libraries.  The  enployees 
served  are  located  in  Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia,  louisiana,  Mississippi, 
and  South  Carolina.  USDA  personnel  submit  document  requests  directly  to 
their  respcnsible  USDA  agency  field  library  or  the  nearest  land-grant 
institution  library  in  their  state.  Forest  Service  and  Agricultural 
Research  Service  personnel,  who  have  previously  used  their  agency  field 
library  services  are  expected  to  continue  to  do  so.  USDA  enployees  in 
this  six  state  area  not  previously  served  by  an  agency  field  library  may 
go  directly  to  the  University  of  Georgia  libraries. 

The  USDA  agency  field  library,  or  receiving  state  land-grant  in- 
stituticn  will  fill,  if  possible,  the  reqrest  and  mail  it  directly  back  to 
the  requestor. 

The  smaller  land-grant  institution  libraries  and  the  USDA  field 
libraries  refer  unfilled  requests  to  the  largest  land-grant  library  in 
their  state  for  capleticn.  The  largest  land-grant  libraj^  ^ ^ state 
acts  as  the  resource  library  for  that  state.  Requests  vdrLch  cannot  be 
proptly  copleted  at  the  largest  state  land-grant  institution  library 
are  channeled  to  the  University  of  Georgia  Libraries,  v^ch  acts  both  as 
the  resource  for  Geoi:gia  and  as  the  six  state  regional  resource  center. 

State  resource  libraries  attenpt  to  ccgplete  all  reqi:ests  caning 
to  them  vdien  easily  identified  and  v^en  the  bibliographic  resources  for 
verification  are  inmediately  available.  Otherwise,  the  regional  resource 
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performs  the  verification  and  the  identification  of  locations  for  borrow- 
ing. Requests  viiich  are  not  filled  at  the  University  of  Georgia  Libraries 
are  teletyped  or  mailed  to  NAL  as  the  final  resource. 

Texas  ASiM  University  Library  delivers  documents  to  USDA  employees 
in  the  entire  state.  Georgia  and  Texas  successfully  ccirplete  80%  of  all 
reqi:ests  received  fron  USDA  employees  in  their  respective  regions. 

A similar  document  delivery  system  has  been  implemented  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  California/  Davis  Library  for  USDA  field  personnel  in  the  tri-state 
region  of  California,  Arizona,  and  Oregon.  Service  includes  both  lending 
books  and  sip»plying  photoccpies.  All  requests  must  be  specific  titles. 

The  U.C.D.  Library  works  in  cooperation  with  the  libraries  of  the  Univer- 
sities of  Arizona  and  Oregon.  The  Riverside  Campus  of  U.C.  receives  requests 
from  the  southern  region. 

ACTIVITIES  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Directors  established  two  conmittees  November  20,  1973. 
NURSERiT  AND  SEED  TRADE  CATALOG  COMMITIEE:  The  Board  ^proved  a recommend- 

ation to  seek  funds  for  a feasibility  stucfy  for  (1)  restoration  of  the 
Nursery  and  Seed  Trade  Catalog  Collection  at  NAL,  and  (2)  corputerization 
of  information  contained  in  the  oollection.  lyfembers  of  the  Committee 
are  Mr.  Robert  F.  Lederer,  Executive  Vice-President,  American  Association 
of  Nurserymen,  Inc.,  Dr.  Richard  P.  White,  Consultant,  American  Association 
of  Nurserymen,  Inc.,  and  Mr.  Charles  R.  Long,  Administrative  Librarian, 

The  New  York  Botanical  Garden.  A paper  describing  the  history  and  corpo- 
sition  of  the  Nursery  and  Seed  Trade  Catalog  Collection  has  been  prepared 
by  Mr.  Henry  Gilbert  of  the  NAL  Reference  Staff.  The  Committee  has  endorsed 
publication  of  this  paper  in  the  nursery  industry  trade  press.  The  paper 
is  presently  being  readied  for  publication. 
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BICENTENNIAL  CXDMMITIEE:  This  Coinraittee  was  appointed  to  stucfy  a proposal 

for  a synposium  on  American  Agricultural  literature  to  be  held  during 
the  coming  Bicentennial.  A tentative  title  has  been  suggested  - Aiterican 
Agriculture:  Proud  Heritage  - Future  Premise.  The  syirposium  will,  of  course 
be  sponsored  by  The  Associate^  NAL.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Board  that  the 
Conmittee  will  develitip  the  content  of  the  Symposium  and  a proposal  for  vdiich 
the  Associates  could  seek  a grant  from  some  foundation.  Five  people  have 
been  approached  for  merobership  on  the  Committee.  Those  vho  have  accepted 
so  far  are  Dr.  Wayne  D.  Rasmussen,  Agricultural  Historian,  USDA  and  Dr. 

Alan  Fusonie,  NAL.  Miss  Julia  Davis,  Colonial  Williamsburg,  Inc.  has 
accepted  tentatively.  Two  correspondents  remain  to  be  heard  from.  A 
draft  proposal  for  a grant  has  been  circulated  to  the  Corrmittee. 

GEFT  TO  NAL  The  Associates  centributed  $71.76  on  March  1,  1974  tewards 
the  cost  of  a irefrigerator  for  NAL.  Total  cost  was  $143.52.  The  balance 
was  made  up  by  the  Library  Errployees  Advisory  Cemnittee. 

POULTRY  HALL  OF  FAME  Dr.  E.M.  Funk  has  advised  NAL  that  the  American 
Poultry  Historical  Society  will  honor  five  persons  in  August  1974  and  that 
their  portraits  will  be  delivered  to  the  Library  soon  thereafter  for 
display  in  the  Poultry  Hall  of  Fame.
